Italy Shakes the Market 


E PRESENT POLITICAL 

crisis in Italy — which ‘has 
given rise to considerable concern 
among Italy’s C on Market 
partners—is not likely to be solved 
by formation of yet another centre- 
left. coalition. . 

This crisis, erupting with ‘the 
resignation of Premier Aldo Moro 
three weeks ago when his govern- 
ment was defeated on a minor 
jssue, is counted by observers as 
the worst of 20 since 1948, Trouble 
has been almost continuous for two 
years since the first centre-left 
coalition, hailed_as the “opening to 
the left,” was put together. by 
Aminatoie Fanfani. 

Under Premier Fanfani Jabor 
pressed ahead for higher. wages, 
aided by a tightening labor. market. 
Productivity began to fall behind 
wage cost increases while workers 
went on a buying spree that bid up 
prices and tipped the economy into 
a runaway inflation. 

To make matters worse, goaded 
on by his y partners 
in' the coalition, Signor Fanfani 
interests by adding electric powe 
to the country’s nationalized indus- 
tries, Investment funds from. both 
home and abroad started to dry up.

ENATOR Barry Goldwater’s San 
Francisco victory was more than 
decisive. It was spectacular beyond all 
precedent, No other 
candidate in this cen- 
tury faced so bleak a 
furrow when he began 
the quest for the 
nomination so many 
long months ago; and 
no one has gathered 
so abundant a harvest. 
This result is a 
tribute to his own 
qualities and to the 
organization. he has 
created inside the Republican Party to 
carry out his principles.

always been derided and underestimated. 
President Johnson is unlikely to. make 


that mistake. Elections are always un- 
predictable.

support, and these forces will not be 
beaten without a struggle, After all, 
Clement Attlee defeated Winston Chur- 
chill in 1945 after Churchill had led Bri- 
tain to victory in the war, If that upset 
was possible,{anything can happen in 
this presidential election between now 
and November. 

Certainly Gokiwater has beer greatly 
helped by the brave and magnanimous 
offer from Gov: William Scranton to 
campaign actively for him. This offer 
will be a guide to other. Republican 
leaders who are opposed to Goldwater's 
philosophy.
